WITNESS  MONUMENT  TIES 

All  ties  to  new  Bearing  Trees  (BTs)  are  a  mag  nail  set  in  a  hack  mark  at  the  root  crown  (less  than  12" 
above  ground)  perpendicular  to  the  center  of  the  tree,  unless  otherwise  noted.  BT  diameters  are  noted 
as  dbh  and  are  measured  approximately  4.5'  above  ground.  Bearings  are  measured  from  the 
monument  to  the  center  of  the  BT,  distances  are  measured  from  the  monument  to  the  mag  nail.

Work  done  to  preserve  existing  monument.  A  5'  steel  t-post  was  set  on  the  west 
side  of  the  stone  with  a  Monroe  County  Surveyor  Marker  sign  attached  facing 
the  stone.

East/west  fence  remains  were  found  west  of  the  stone,  on  the  west  side  of  the 
ravine.  North/south  fence  remains  were  found  north  of  the  stone. 

The  stone  was  found  leaning.  I  dug  it  up  and  then  reset  it  in  the  same  hole 
after  checking  the  sides  for  additional  markings.  The  stone  was  replanted  with 
1.0'  above  grade,  spray  painted  orange,  and  protected  with  a  rock  cairn. 


VICINITY  DESCRIPTION:  Corner  location  relative  to  nearby  features  and  how  to 
reach  the  corner  -  note  fences,  roads,  timber,  streams,  topo  changes,  etc. 

The  stone  is  about  half  way  up  a  steep  west  slope  on  the  east  side  of  a  deep 
ravine.  There  are  two  smaller  ravines  to  the  north  and  south  of  the  stone,  it  is 
on  its  own  little  hump.  It  can  be  accessed  farily  easily  by  parking  at  Tailwater 
and  walking  along  the  edge  of  the  cow  pasture  until  you  come  to  a  north/south 
cow  path,  which  can  be  followed  almost  to  the  corner  with  no  need  to  get  down 
into  the  ravine.
